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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  for  the  year  with  Leo  St.  Amand,  Chair- 
man, Edward  F.  Ptyka,  Clerk;  and  James  F.  Carter,  Third  Mem- 
ber. 

Since  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  of  the  Commonwealth 
condemned  the  Town  Hall,  the  Board  had  instituted  a  program 
by  which  the  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  rotated  throughout 
the  four  precincts  of  the  Town.  The  1959  town  meeting  was  held 
in  the  High  School  in  Precinct  A;  last  year's  town  meeting  was 
held  in  the  St.  Stanislaus  Hall  in  Precinct  C;  and  the  1961  town 
meeting  will  be  held  at  the  St.  Joseph  Hall  in  Precinct  B.  Many 
favorable  comments  have  been  expressed  by  the  townspeople  on 
the  above  procedure. 

The  increased  volume  of  motor  vehicle  traffic  through  the 
town  is  creating  problems  in  regard  to  pedestrians'  and  traffic 
safety.  In  1960  the  Board  had  contracted  with  participating  funds 
from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  to  install  electrical 
signal  devices  at  the  intersection  of  Park  and  Thorndike  Streets, 
and  also  on  North  Main  Street  in  Precinct  A.  Flashing  signal 
lights  are  also  being  installed  at  Town's  expense  at  the  Quaboag 
Street  railroad  crossing  in  Precinct  C. 

Due  to  a  Federal  Communication  Commission's  ruling  the 
Town  could  not  renew  its  lease  with  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  for  the  rental  and  maintenance  of  a 
radio  communication  system  for  the  Police  Department.  There- 
fore, a  complete  two-way  radio  system  has  been  purchased  and 
is  currently  in  operation  in  the  Police  Department.  The  new 
installation  also  provides  for  direct  radio  communication  with  the 
State  Police  and  the  police  departments  of  our  neighboring  towns. 
In  conjunction  with  equipment  purchases  other  than  normal  re- 
placement equipment  for  the  Highway  Department,  the  Board 
had  purchased  a  heavy-duty  10-foot  rotary  snow  blower.  This  new 
machine  has  proven  invaluable  to  the  Highway  Department  during 
the  recent  heavy  snow  storms  which  have  blanketed  the  town. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  two  special  joint  meetings 
with  the  Park  Commission  and  the  School  Board  for  the  purpose 
of  f  Uing  existing  vacancies  within  these  committees.  Mr.  Michael 
Cavanaugh  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Park  Com- 
mission created  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Louis  Abbate  and  Mr.  Stephen 
Lebida  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  School  Board  by 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Edmund  J.  Frydryk. 
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The  original  Town  Hall  at  Four  Corners  has  been  razed.  This 
act  on  was  taken  according  to  the  vote  on  Article  23  of  the 
19G0  annual  town  warrant.  This  meeting  also  voted  under  Article 
22  tliat  the  l^oard  appoint  a  committee  of  nine  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  constructing  a  new  Town  Hall.  This  committee  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Board  and  a  report  of  their  findings  is  in- 
cluded in  this  report. 

The  Board  through  its  actions  during  the  year  has  established 
two  precedences  in  the  town.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Town,  women  cit  zens  have  been  placed  on  the  Jurors  List 
for  the  Hampden  County  Superior  Court.  To  improve  the  organi- 
zational structure  of  the  Police  Department,  Chief  Donahue  had 
recommended  to  the  Board,  who  act  in  the  capacity  of  Police 
Commissioners,  that  the  rank  of  sergeant  be  establ  shed  within 
the  Department.  The  Board  has  fulfilled  this  recommendation 
by  appointing,  according  to  Civil  Service  regulations,  Mr.  William 
Holt,  the  f  rst  Sergeant  in  the  history  of  the  Police  Department. 
The  Board  feels  confident  that  this  new  position  will  improve  the 
operation  of  the  Police  Department. 

On  September  6,  1960  the  Board  received  with  regret  a  letter 
of  notification  from  Chief  of  Police,  James  F.  Donahue,  of  his 
decision  to  letire  as  Police  Chief  upon  reaching  retirement  age 
on  February  28,  1961.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  conducted 
competitive  examinations  on  Januaiy  7,  1961  to  establish  a  list 
of  eligibles  from  which  an  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  of 
Ch'ef  of  Police  will  be  made.  The  Board  would  like  to  publicly 
acknowledge  the  sincere  interest  and  extra  work  which  Chiet 
Donahue  has  been  doing  to  prepare  the  Department  for  a  smooth 
transition  to  his  successor.  The  Board  is  appreciative  for  these 
efforts. 

The  past  year's  accomplishments  of  the  Board  could  not 
have  been  realized  without  the  cooperation  of  all  Town  Depart- 
ments, Agencies  and  the  Citizenry  of  the  town.  For  this  joint 
harmonious  spirit,  the  Board  is  extremely  grateful  and  sincerely 
appreciative.

3.  Consultation  with  County  officials  to  determine  the  possi- 
bility of  relocating  the  judiciary  and  related  functions  to  the  new 
proposed  structure. 

4.  The  location  of  the  new  town  hall. 

5.  Presentation  of  preliminary  engineering  plans  for  consider- 
ation and  acceptance  by  the  Town.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  my  fellow 
citizens  of  Palmer: 

Herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  C-vil  Defense  Depart- 
ment. During  1960  your  CD  Department  took  part  in  the 
nationwide  alert  in  May  and  in  other  radio  exercises  that  were 
conducted  on  State,  County  and  Sector  level.  During  Hurricane 
Donna  in  September  your  director  and.  his  Staff  of  volunteers  were 
on  duty  during  the  entire  alert  and  fortunately  Palmer  was  spared 
any  large  amount  of  damage.  To  those  who  volunteered  on  that 
day,  please  know  that  you  have  my  deepest  thanks. 

During  the  year  the  Town  Highway  Department,  Three  Rivers 
Fire  District  and  the  Bondsville  Fire  District  and  Palmer  Police 
Department  purchased  thru  your  Civil  Defense  Department  ma- 
terials and  property  that  was  made  available  at  the  State  Surplus 
Depot  at  Taunton,  Mass.  These  purchases  at  Government  cost 
would  be  in  the  vicinity  of  $38,000.00,  actual  cost  to  us  only  $225.00 
in  total.  Again  in  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  make  similar 
purchases  for  the  Town  Departments. 

In  October  a  Home  Preparedness  Course  was  given  at 
Memorial  Hall  by  Mrs.  Edna  M.  Ludden,  Chief  of  Women's 
Activities  MCDA  and  Miss  Margaret  T.  Lanigan,  Chief  of  Welfare 
Services,  MCDA.  I  regret  that  not  many  citizens  saw  fit  to 
take  this  course  and  keep  abreast  of  the  provisions  for  survival 
in  any  event. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  didn't  thank  publicly  Mr.  Kenneth  Ro- 
berge  of  the  Veterans'  Esso  Station  at  469  No.  Main  Street  who 
since  I  have  been  Director,  has  provided  the  rooms  which  house 
your  Civil  Defense  Headquarter  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

In  closing,  my  thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  Department  Heads, 
Fire  and  Police  Chiefs  and  all  individuals  who  have  co-operated 
in  any  way.

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Report  of  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Palmer,  Mass. 
Gentlemen : 

The  annual  report  of  the  police  department  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1960  is  respectfully  submitted. 

During  the  year,  408  complaints  were  prosecuted  in  the 
Eastern  Hampden  District  Court  against  291  males  and  16  females. 
N'ne  delinquent  complaints  were  issued  against  juveniles.  In 
addition  to  the  various  duties  of  routine  nature,  the  department 
recovered  twelve  stolen  automobiles  and  three  fugitives  were 
taken  into  custody.  Our  motor  patrols  covered  76,860  miles  during 
the  year. 

Four  deaths  resulted  from  auto  accidents;  in  three  instances, 
the  operators  were  alone  in  their  vehicles  and  excessive  speed 
appeared  to  be  the  contributing  cause  of  the  accidents.  Fifty- 
seven  persons  suffered  personal  injuries  in  thirty-seven  accidents. 

Our  radio  equipment  has  been  replaced,  there  is  in  operation 
now,  a  base  station,  three  mobile  units,  equipment  monitored  lo 
Mass.  State  Police  and  a  unit  which  ties  in  with  the  intercity 
radio  of  the  surrounding  towns  and  cities  of  the  Connecticut  Valley. 

Traffic  signals  were  recently  installed  in  the  North  Main 
Street  area  and  when  weather  permits,  lights  will  be  installed  at 
the  Park  St.  and  Thorndike  St.  intersection.  These  lights  should 
be  very  effective  in  controlling  a  dangerous  area  which  has  been 
of  much  concern  for  many  years. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  in  the  department  personnel, 
Patrolman  William  E.  Holt  was  recently  promoted  to  sergeant. 

I  strongly  urge  the  appointment  of  an  additional  sergeant  from 
the  existing  list  and  recommend  three  additional  permanent 
patrolmen  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  sei^ice. 

The  department  has  drastic  need  of  additional  space;  we  are 
operating  at  considerable  inconvenience  to  the  public  as  well 
as  the  members  of  the  department.  Presently,  in  our  building, 
there  is  available  space  which  should  be  acquired  for  department 
use. 

Our  cruisers  are  being  operated  on  a  six  month  trade-in  plan : 
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if  this  plan  is  to  be  continued,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
funds  for  the  new  cars. 

This  is  my  final  report  as  Ch'ef  of  Police  as  I  will  reach  re 
titement  age  February  20th,  1961. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  heads  of  the  various 
town  departments,  the  civic  and  patriotic  and  fraternal  organiza- 
tions of  Palmer,  the  members  of  the  press,  State,  Federal  and 
local  police  agencies  and  all  others  who  assisted  the  department. 

I  acknowledge  the  assistance  rendered  to  me  by  the  Honor- 
able Special  Justices  Joseph  A.  Furey  and  Norman  L.  Snow, 
Clerk  of  Court  James  W.  Duffy,  Probation  Officer  Davitt  M. 
Rooney  and  the  members  of  their  office  staffs. 

To  the  Honorable  Ernest  E.  Hobson,  Justice  of  the  Eastern 
Hampden  District  Court,  I  am  indeed  grateful.  His  close  friend- 
sh  p  during  my  entire  police  career  has  been  an  inspiring  in- 
fluence. His  kindness,  patience,  understanding  and  sound  advice 
have  made  my  work  easier. 

To  the  permanent,  intermittent  and  auxiliary  police  and  Clerk 
Harold  Bachand,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  being  attentive  to  their 
duties  and  carrying  out  assignments  in  a  creditable  manner. 

To  your  Honorable  Board  my  appreciation  for  your  constant 
cooperation,  and  to  my  fellow  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer 
my  gratitude  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me  as  a 
police  officer  for  the  past  thirty-seven  years.

The  parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  town  have  been  well  main- 
tained throughout  the  year  and  have  as  usual  provided  recreation 
for  a  lar<,^e  number  of  our  townspeople. 

The  seating  at  the  permanent  bleachers  at  Legion  Field  has 
been  completely  replaced,  the  first  major  repair  since  the 
bleachers  were  built  more  than  twenty  years  ago.  It  is  expected 
that  the  foot  planking  will  last  for  several  years  yet. 

In  addition  to  flooding  the  tennis  courts  for  public  skating,  a 
practice  hockey  rink  has  been  frozen  on  Legion  Field  this  season 
for  Ihe  use  of  the  high  school  students.  This  has  resulted  in  mak- 
ing Ihe  original  rink  safer  for  young  children  as  well  as  providing 
the  older  boys  a  place  to  develop  the  sport. 

During  the  year  Carmine  Russo,  who  had  been  our  caretaker 
for  many  years,  resigned  his  position.  The  commissioners  regret 
the  loss  of  so  capable  a  workman  and  take  this  opportunity  to 
compliment  h'm  for  his  excellent  service.  He  was  replaced  by 
Michael  Russo  who  had  foimerly  been  an  employee  of  this  de- 
partment. 

Last  summer  the  John  King  monument  on  Main  Street  and 
the  Henry  Knox  marker  at  Shearer's  Corner  were  both  struck 
by  automobiles .  Both  stones  had  to  be  repaired  and  reset,  re- 
sulting in  an  unusual  expense  to  the  department.  The  Town  was 
later  reimbursed  by  insurance  but  the  settlement  of  course  went 
directly  into  Town  funds,  not  back  into  the  Park  appropriation. 

The  death  of  Louis  Abbate  early  in  the  year  created  a 
vacancy  on  the  boai-d  which  was  later  filled  by  the  election  of 
Michael  Cavanaugh  of  Three  Rivers  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  on  September  26th,  in  an 
act  on  originated  by  the  selectmen,  the  town  voted  to  enlarge  the 
boai'd  to  five  commissioners  to  be  elected  annually  by  ballot.  This 
will  result  in  an  entirely  new  board  for  1961,  all  the  present  com- 
missioners having  decided  not  to  seek  re-election.

Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  year,  eleven  servicemen  were  separated  or 
discharged  from  active  duty  with  the  armed  forces.  Death  claimed 
ten  of  our  local  veterans  during  the  same  period. 

Congress  passed  a  bill  extending  War  II  Loans  until  July  25, 
1962.  Korean  veterans  have  until  January  31,  1965  to  apply  for 
G.  I.  Loans.  Among  other  laws  passed  was  the  increased  federal 
contributions  to  state  veterans  homes,  increased  compensation 
rates  for  the  seriously  disabled  of  so-called  housebound  veterans, 
increased  pensions  for  Spanish  American  and  Indian  Wars  veter- 
ans, scholarship  program  for  surviving  children  of  cold  war 
veterans  who  are  killed  in  the  actual  performance  of  duty  and 
additional  allowances  for  children,  in  excess  of  three,  of  veterans 
who  are  entitled  to  these  allowances  for  their  dependents. 

The  new  Pension  Act  became  effective  on  July  1.  1960  under 
which  the  eligibility  requirements  for  widows  of  veterans  of  all 
wars  are  equalized.  Benefits  are  based  on  a  three  step  scale 
of  income  limitations. 

A  total  of  .33  claims  for  Pensions  and  Compensation  were 
processed  through  the  Veterans'  Service  Center  and  of  these,  31 
were  initial  claims,  while  two  were  reinstatements.  Claims  ap- 
proved and  awarded  by  Ihe  Veterans  Administration  numbered 
24  and  represented  $13,520  in  additional  income  to  these  recipients 
during  the  past  year.  Two  of  the  claims  were  denied  and  five 
are  still  in  process  of  determination. 

Personal  contacts  at  the  Center  dropped  off  to  a  total  of  1092 
for  the  year  and  the  moie  essential  services  break  down  as 
follows :

The  year  1960  has  been  one  of  steady  growth  at  the  Library, 
Our  circulation  continues  to  increase  and  the  attendance  at  the 
reading  rooms  continues  to  gain.  A  substantial  number  of  new 
books  has  been  added  during  the  year  and  we  now  have  a  total 
of  19,089  on  our  shelves. 

During  the  year  new  lights  have  been  installed  at  the  desk, 
the  reading  rooms  and  the  stack  room,  resulting  in  a  great  im- 
provement in  visibility.  The  old  table  lamps  have  been  removed, 
providing  much  greater  work  space  for  students  engaged  in  refer- 
ence work  as  well  as  for  casual  readers.  It  is  expected  that  the 
conference  and  work  room  will  be  re-lighted  during  1961. 

Our  branches  in  Thorndike,  Three  Rivers  and  Bondsville  have 
continued  to  serve  the  people  in  those  villages  and  plans  are  in  the 
making  for  increased  service. 

The  use  of  the  Library  rooms,  usually  on  alternate  Thursdays, 
by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  for  license  examinations  has 
continued,  thereby  saving  many  of  our  local  people  the  necessity 
of  going  to  Springfield  for  the  purpose.  It  is  expected  that  the 
practice  will  be  continued. 

Our  collection  of  Hi-Fi  records  has  been  increased  during  the 
year  and  use  of  the  records  show  a  gain.  The  story  hour  for  young 
children  is  again  in  operation  and  produces  an  excellent  response.

Report  of  the  Forest  Warden  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1960: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Palmer,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
Town  of  Palmer  for  the  year  of  1960. 

This  department  responded  to  a  total  of  22  calls  during  the 
year  for  brush,  grass,  and  forest  fires  throughout  the  town. 

Our  new  radios  were  installed,  and  are  working  very  good. 
Most  of  the  other  equipment  of  this  department  is  in  pretty  good 
condition  with  the  exception  of  the  forest  fire  truck.  The  truck 
is  almost  17  years  old.  It  has  done  a  tremendous  job  for  this 
department,  but  due  to  the  added  cost  of  maintenance  and  uncer- 
tainty of  its  operations  in  the  future,  I,  at  this  time,  recommend 
that  the  town  purchase  a  new  truck. 

I  would  like  to  thank  your  honorable  board  for  the  cooperation 
you  have  given  me  during  the  year.

Gentlemen : 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  continues  to  take  its  toll  of  Elm  trees. 
During  the  past  year,  72  diseased  Elm  trees  were  lemoved  in 
accordance  with  sanitation  practices. 

Twenty  years  ago,  the  first  case  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease  was 
positively  identified  in  Massachusetts,  but  a  breakthrough  against 
the  tree  disease  is  seen  possible. 

Dr.  Games  Stater,  an  industrial  scientist,  started  experiment- 
ing against  the  Elm  Tree  Disease  by  injecting  granular  Zinc 
Chloride  into  sick  Elm  Trees.  After  12  years  of  experiments, 
he  reported  the  trees  seemed  "quite  healthy"  however,  a  con- 
clusive report  was  not  possible  because  the  treated  trees  were 
not  previously  laboratory  tested  for  the  Elm  fungus  inasmuch  as 
they  showed  every  symptom  of  having  the  disease. 

This  department  has  carried  the  recommended  experiments 
into  15  laboratory  tested  diseased  Elm  Trees,  although  a  complete 
report  will  not  be  possible  until  further  tests  are  made  and 
a  full  growing  season  has  passed.  The  department  also  plans 
to  drive  Zinc  coated  nails  into  all  healthy  Elm  Trees  as  a  pre- 
ventative measure. 

Meanwhile,  the  three  essential  phases  of  a  control  program 
scouting,  spraying,  and  sanitation  will  be  continued.

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Report  of 
The  Tree  Warden  for  1960 


During  the  year  1960  the  tree  department  made  a  survey  of 
all  the  streets  m  the  four  villages  for  bad  and  dangerous  trees 
and  limbs.  The  department  also  made  a  survey  of  all  outlying 
roads  lor  bad  and  hazardous  trees  and  limbs  and  low  limbs  ob- 
structing trucks  and  busses.  As  a  result  of  this  survey  seventy- 
six  trees  were  removed  and  ninety-seven  trees  were  trimmed 
and  low  limbs  razed. 

One  Hundred-two  oak  trees  were  sprayed  on  the  various 
streets  and  roads  for  leaf  blight. 

Twenty-four-  trees  were  planted  where  requests  had  been  made 
and  checked  out  as  to  the  necess4y  and  validity  of  tlie  request. 
The  trees  were  planted  in  various  places  in  the  four  villages. 

We  had  six  bad  storms  during  the  year  which  caused  tree 
damage.  The  damage  consisted  mainly  of  broken  limbs  and 
bent  trees  over  roadsides  on  country  roads  which  had  to  be 
removed.  Much  of  this  work  be  ng  done  at  night  after  the 
storms  abated. 

Tlie  department  wishes  to  thank  the  Highway  Department, 
Moth  Department  and  the  Worcester  County  Electric  Co.  for 
theii-  cooperation  during  the  year. 

The  Department  feels  that  under  normal  conditions,  unless 
hurricanes  or  the  like  occur,  the  present  appropriation  is  ample 
to  take  care  of  the  trees  in  the  Town  of  PaJmer  without  any 
increase  in  ai)propriation.

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

I  submit  herewith  my  tenth  annual  report,  the  sixty-eighth 
report  of  the  town. 

Personnel 

Palmer  continues  to  lose  its  veteran  teachers  by  retire- 
ments. In  fact,  the  changes  in  personnel  have  been  numerous 
the  last  three  years.  Palmer  will  miss  the  services  of  its  dedi- 
cated veteran  teachers  who  have  served  the  interests  of  the 
children  for  better  than  forty  years.  We  have  been  fortunate 
to  hire  in  their  place  bright,  able,  young  people;  and  we  can 
hope  that  their  sense  of  dedication  and  loyalty  will  carry  un  the 
traditions  of  the  Palmer  School  System  at  the  same  high  level 
as  those  before  them. 

The  citizens  of  Palmer  must  face  their  responsibilities,  too, 
since  to  obtain  and  retain  able  young  teachers  will  necessitate  the 
maintenance  of  a  salary  schedule  that  will  be  competitive  with 
other  communities  our  size  ir*  the  area.  To  do  less  would  be 
foolhardy. 

Repairs  ' 

This  past  year  the  School  Committee  authorized  a  completion 
of  the  toilet  renovation  program  in  the  elementary  schools  by 
finishing  the  girls'  toilets  at  the  Quabaug  School.  This  work  com- 
pletes the  program  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Painting  was  completed  in  the  corridors  of  the  Three  Rivers 
School. 

The  High  School  has  been  brightened  considerably  with  the 
installation  of  new  lights  in  all  classrooms.  It  is  expected  that 
corridor  lighting  will  be  improved  this  year. 

A  new  stage  curtain  for  the  High  School  was  purchased  and 
installed  during  the  summer. 

The  high  school  cafeteria  was  repainted. 

A  continued  program  of  repairs  has  made  it  possible  for 
us  to  "catch  up"  with  many  years  of  neglect.  An  agreement 
with  the  Finance  Committee  allowed  an  annual  expenditure  of 
$28,000  for  five  years  to  carry  on  this  work  .  The  full  amount  was 
used  the  first  three  years,  diminishing  slightly  the  last  two  years; 
and  probably  the  amount  for  repairs  this  year  will  approximate 
$15,000.    Up  to  this  point,  we  have  classified  repairs  in  two  parts, 
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special  and  regular.  It  is  recommended  that,  in  the  future,  a 
sum  of  not  less  than  ^5,000  be  allocated  for  all  repaire  in  order 
that  all  buildings  can  be  kept  in  good  condition  and  to  permit 
planned  f)rograms  of  painting  and  major  repairs  to  be  carried 
out  throughout  the  school  system. 
High  School 

Our  greatest  educational  deficiency  continues  to  be  an  inade- 
quate high  school  building.  We  are  the  last  towTi  our  size  in  the 
area  without  improved  facilities  for  our  high  school  pupils.  The 
Building  Committee  has  worked  many  long  hours  to  come  up 
with  a  program  to  improve  the  situation,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a  pt:)sitive  program  will  be  placed  before  the  voters  in  the  near 
future. 
GuUUuiee 

Our  guidance  program  has  moved  into  its  second  year  under 
the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Alfonso  Rizzo.  A  broadened  program 
of  testing  and  counseling  has  helped  tremendously  in  college  and 
vocational  placement  and  has  resulted  in  a  better  adjusted  stu- 
dent both  mentally  and  emotionally  in  the  exist'ng  curriculum. 
The  guidance  program  is  in  operation  in  the  elementary  and  the 
high  schools.  Parents  are  urged  to  discuss  adjustment  problems 
with  the  guidance  department  at  any  tinne. 
Cafeteria 

Few  people  real  ze  the  number  of  meals  that  are  served  in 
the  high  school  cafeteria  each  day.  and  few  are  aware  of  the 
type  of  meal  that  is  served.  Bus  pupils  from  Quabaug.  Park 
Street,  Thorndike  Street,  and  the  High  School  are  served  food 
prepared  in  the  high  school  kitchen.  Quabaug  pupils  are  served 
in  vacuum  containers  from  the  high  school  kitchen.  The  meal  is 
a  complete  and  balanced  one  with  meat  or  fish,  potatoes,  vege- 
tables, bread  or  rolls,  milk,  and  dessert  for  a  cost  of  25  cents. 
This  meal  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  best  bargains  anywhere. 
Mrs.  Matera,  director  of  the  lunch  program,  and  her  staff  do  an 
excellent  job  with  lim'ted  facilities,  serving  an  average  of  500 
meals  per  day.  This  count  has  increased  gradually  since  Mrs. 
Matera  assumed  charge  to  our  highest  count  of  594  in  Novem- 
ber, 1960.  On  many  occasions  now  a  choice  of  vegetables  is 
offei-ed  at  the  noon  meal,  and  we  are  constantly  trying  to  improve 
this  program.

Effective  in  September,  the  Palmer  School  Committee  lias 
established  the  following  salaiy  schedule:

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This  year  for  the  firet  time  a  new  level  was  added  to  the 
schedule.  This  will  enable  teachers  to  go  beyond  the  Master's 
Degree  accumulating  30  semester  hours  in  an  approved  program 
in  a  college  chartered  to  award  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  ad- 
vanced study.  Teachers  in  this  approved  program  may  receive 
an  additional  $100  after  completion  of  15  approved  semester  hours, 
and  an  additional  $200  when  the  certificate  or  diploma  for  the 
completion  of  30  semester  hours  has  been  received.  This  salary 
step  will  be  an  incentive  for  teachers  to  continue  professional 
improvement. 

The  School  Committee  in  its  new  schedule  raised  all  teachers 
with  30  years  of  experience  to  the  new  maximums,  granted  a 
$200  increase  across  the  board  to  teachers  with  25  years  of  ex- 
perience, and  $100  across  the  board  to  teachers  with  less  than 
25  years  of  experience. 

National  Defense  Education  Act 

During  the  year  we  received  approval  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  to  be  reimbursed  in  part  by  the  Federal 
Government,  for  substantial  amounts  of  new  equipment  for  physics, 
chemistry,  biology,  and  general  science,  which  we  so  badly  need- 
ed. In  addition,  approval  was  received  and  some  equipment  was 
purchased  for  tape  recorders  and  tapes  to  be  used  in  improving 
the  instruction  of  foreign  language.  A  recent  project  for  materials 
for  the  improvement  of  mathematics  instruction  in  the  elementary 
and  high  schools  has  been  approved,  also.  Much  more  equip- 
ment is  available  and  needed  in  these  areas.  We  have  just 
made  a  start,  and  this  start  has  helped  greatly.  An  additional 
sum  of  $6,532  will  be  included  in  the  budget  for  the  purchase 
of  equipment  again  this  year. 

Fir©  Department 

The  Palmer  Fire  Department  has  provided  a  greater  measure 
of  safety  for  the  pupils  at  the  Thorndike  Street,  Park  Street, 
and  Quabaug  Schools,  using  a  system  of  small  sensitive  discs 
installed  throughout  the  buildings.  These  discs  will  trigger  an 
alarm  to  the  firehouse  if  any  type  of  combustion  occurs  in  the 
school  building  day  or  night.  The  School  Department  is  indeed 
grateful  for  the  foresight  shown  by  the  Fire  Department  in  pro- 
viding improved  protection  for  the  school  children.  It  is  hoped 
that  similar  protection  can  be  extended  to  the  other  schools  in  the 
near  future. 

Driver  Education 

This  past  spring  the  Palmer  School  Committee  voted  to 
eliminate  the  behind-the-wheel  training  but  to  retain  the  classroom 
instruction  in  the  driver  education  program.  The  mounting  costs 
of  this  program  in  the  school  budget  were  responsible  for  the 
reappraisal  and  the  decision  to  curtail  its  operation.  At  a  sub- 
sequent meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  a  vote  to  maintain  the 
classroom  instruction  out  of  school  hours  was  passed  unanimously. 
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It  is  planned  to  operate  classes  on  a  voluntary  basis  out  of 
school  hours  for  those  pupils  wishing  to  obtain  a  license.  The 
classes  will  be  limited  to  Palmer  High  School  pupils,  and  the 
costs  of  instruction  will  be  paid  by  the  School  Department. 
Recommendation 

Six  years  ago  School  Committee  members  inquired  of  me  as 
to  whether  I  needed  an  assistant.  At  that  time,  I  stated  it  was 
not  necessary.  Our  teacher  turnover  was  not  great  then,  and 
it  was  possible  for  me  to  handle  all  phases  of  the  school  adminis- 
tration without  difficulty.  I  indicated  to  the  committee  at  that 
time  that,  when  I  felt  the  pressures  becoming  too  heavy,  I  would 
ask  for  help.    The  time  has  come. 

I  have  indicated  in  an  earlier  section  of  this  report  that  the 
turnover  in  teachers  has  increased  sharply  the  past  three  years 
and  that  this  problem  of  turnover  will  be  with  us  constantly  in 
the  years  ahead.  When  the  turnover  was  limited  to  two  or 
three  teachers  a  year,  the  superintendent  was  able  to  direct  an 
in-service  training  program  and  supervise  and  train  new  teachers 
without  too  much  difficulty.  Adequate  supervision  has  now  be- 
come most  difficult  and  even  impossible,  at  times.  The  superin- 
tendent's job  in  the  areas  of  bus  transportation,  budget  prepara- 
tion, repair  and  maintenance,  planning  for  new  high  school  facili- 
ties, curriculum  development,  planning  projects  for  federal  re- 
imbursement, and  procurement  of  new  teachers  has  increased 
tremendously  in  the  past  few  years.  As  a  result,  the  superin- 
tendent finds  that  he  has  less  and  less  time  to  supervise  adequately 
a  continually  changing,  new  staff.  This  is  not  fair  to  the  new 
teachers  nor  to  the  pupils.  Since  Palmer  employs  teaching  prin- 
cipals, the  amount  of  supervision  they  can  give  is,  of  necessity, 
limited.  Should  the  town  vote  an  addition  to  the  High  School,  the 
superintendent's  time  will  be  channeled  in  that  direction  to  a 
considerable  extent;  but  even  without  this  the  time  has  come 
when  Palmer  should  employ  an  elementary  supervisor  to  direct 
the  in-service  training  program  of  new  elementary  teachers,  di- 
rect and  coordinate  curriculum  development  of  the  elementary 
schools,  and  supervise  all  activities  in  the  elementary  grades. 

conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Police  De- 
partment, the  Park  Commission,  the  Fire  Department,  all  other 
town  officers,  a  loyal  and  helpful  staff,  parent-teacher  organiza- 
tions, and  all  others  who  have  given  the  School  Department  the  r 
whole-hearted  support  in  its  objective  to  provide  a  successful 
school  program  for  your  children.
